of P a Evangelism 


OO MUCH COULD NEVER be said about the im- 

portance of personal evangelism in our churches. 

The main business of the Church is to bring 
Christ to every individual. That can best be accomplished 
by the medium of personal work. The very able minister, 
Doctor J. O. Peck, is reported to have said that if he 
knew he was to live but ten years and that in order to 
gain heaven he must win a certain number of souls— 
say a thousand or even ten thousand—he would choose 
to do it by personal work rather than by preaching ser- 
mons. 

How to reach the men with the gospel has been a great 
problem with our church people. Many more women than 
men are won in evangelistic services. We are glad for 
every soul that is born again, but we need to reach all 
people everywhere regardless of sex, nationality, social 
standing, or prestige. The answer is DO IT BY PER- 
SONAL WORK! Individualize the gospel and make it real 
to each person. 

One of the most wonderful things about personal work 
is the fact that every Christian can have a very real part 
in it. There is no person who can not be a success in this 
great work of soul-winning. James 1:5 says, “If any of 
you lack wisdom (to do this personal work), let him ask 
of God, that giveth to all men liberally, and upbraideth 
not; and it shall be given him.” If you long to serve God 
in the winning of souls, just ask Him how to go about it. 
He, through His Word and by the Holy Spirit, will teach 
you. 

God will remind you that if you would help others, you 
must first have a great storehouse of knowledge concern- 
ing His Word. The very first step toward becoming God’s 
herald of trust is to gain an inexhaustible supply of that 
same truth. There is only one way to do that—memorize 
the Word. 

We are in a great spiritual warfare and the only weap- 
on we have with which to fight is the Sword of the Spirit, 
which is the Word of God. 

A soldier in Uncle Sam’s army is trained in all the 
skills of handling the weapons he is expected to use. 
For weeks he is trained night and day. He learns how to 
take his guns apart and reassemble them in the dark. 
He must know his weapons to be an acceptable soldier.

The book salesman who knocks at our doors knows 
what his book says. He can turn it upside down and 
ead page after page to you. He must know it in order 

sell it. We are salesmen of the most precious thing in 
the world—salvation—and we do not know enough about 
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our prospectus to sell it to those who need it the most. 
Learn the Word! 

This is a personal plea to the pastors of the local 
churches everywhere to teach their people how to memo- 
rize the Word of God and thus become personal workers. 
The early Church grew by leaps and bounds because every 
church member was a worker for souls. Witnessing was 
not left up to the preachers, but the people went every- 
where telling the glad news of salvation. When our 
church people do that, we will have to knock out the 
partitions and enlarge our church buildings; for we will 
be such a rapidly growing Church that we will not be 
able to keep pace with the needs. 


IN ORDER TO ENCOURAGE your people to 
do personal work, teach them how. Hold personal evan- 
gelism classes as a regular part of your program. The 
pastor must lead the way in this undertaking in order 
to give it the proper dignity and importance. 

Choose a time best suited to your local group. It might 
be Sunday afternoon or one evening during the week; 
it all depends upon the type of work your members do. 
If you live in a community where they work by shifts, 
you may need to conduct two classes in order to ac- 
commodate all of them. The results of the work will prove 
its worth and you will be convinced that no effort was 
too great. 

The first step in your class work will be to emphasize 
the great importance of every member’s being able to do 
successful personal work. Do this by the use of two 
passages of Scripture which you may call your motto: 
Proverbs 11:30, “And he that winneth souls is wise.” 
Daniel 12:3, “And they that be wise shall shine as the 
brightness of the firmament and they that turn many 
to righteousness as the stars for ever and ever.” 


These two passages will be easily learned and will con- 
stantly keep before the people the way the Lord looks 
upon the work of the soul-winner. Wisdom is a thing to 
be much desired when it is of God, and the wisest thing 
one can do is to seek it. The final destiny of a soul- 
winner is enough to encourage every member of your 
church to enter enthusiastically into the study of how to 
do the work of evangelism. 

“Thy word have I hid in mine heart, that I might not 
sin against thee,” Psalm 119:11. A word or idea cannot 
get into our hearts except by way of our heads. We must 
first know it in the mind and then it will sink into our 
hearts. So by memorizing the Bible, we will be protecting 
ourselves from the dangers of ignorance of God’s will.

pleading appeal of the One who was not only 

Master of men but a Friend of children. Feed the 
baby lambs bottles of sweet, warm milk; feed the young 
lambs nourishing grain and tender grass. The child can 
never face life successfully unless there is some central 
core of power within him to which he can retreat for 
strength and energy. 

There was a time when the home assumed, without 
question, the full task of training the children, religiously 
and otherwise. Gradually, the majority of parents have 
abandoned many of their responsibilities to outside agen- 
cies. In many families, the religious education of the 
children has become a matter of trivial importance and 
has been left, for the most part, to the care of the 
church. 

There needs to be a reversal of this process. The home 
is the strongest influence in the child’s life. The home 
and church must work together for the evangelization 
of children. Since the above stated condition exists, the 
importance of child evangelism must be felt more keenly 
by the Church. Not only must we win them to Christ, but 
we must instruct them in gospel living. 

“T’ll stick to preaching,” one young minister said after 
he had sweated out his first experience of teaching a 
group of ten fourth-graders in a church school. “That 
was the hardest work I ever did.” Then he began to con- 
sider the real worth of his task. He was back for the 
next class session determined to gain their interest and 
to win their friendship. He began to see them, not as a 
group of mischief-makers but as human souls with pos-

sibilities that would count for an eternity. His interest 
in them grew keen and their friendship became mutual. 
The young man was happily conscious of achievement 
and growth. He said, “I’ve had only two years in the pas- 
torate, but in that time I’ve had nothing as rewarding 
as this work with children.” 

Others say, “I don’t know how to talk with them; I 
can preach to them in the congregation, but I can’t talk 
with them.” (Did you really preach to them, or, in their 
minds were they miles away from the church?) “I can’t 
get next to them. I feel as though I were in one world 
and they in another.” 

If you feel as though you were in one world and they 
in another, it is probably because you haven’t tried to get 
into the child’s world; you’ve expected the child to enter 
yours. Is it not for us to practice better ways, ways 
recognizing the child as a person in his own right and 
treating him as such? Each child has an individual need, 
and that need must be understood to enable one to win 
him to Christ. 

Child evangelism is offered principally through three 
great agencies of our Church—Sunday School, Junior 
Y.P.E., and the worship service. 

The Sunday School reaches more children than any 
other agency of the Church. The Sunday School comes 
in contact with the child in its infancy through the 
Cradle Roll Department and is able to keep in contact 
with it throughout the entire life span. The Sunday 
School’s opportunities for evangelism are continuous. 

The Sunday School teacher is indebted to the child he 
faces each Sunday morning. He is entrusted with souls 
and with lives that need molding. The teacher is im- 








poverished spiritually if he must stand helpless before’ 


the questioning faces of the boys and girls; if, when 
they ask him for a loaf, he can only give them a stone. 

The need for understanding between the teacher and 
pupil is imperative. The teacher must teach with aims 
and goals in mind. God have mercy on the teacher who 
considers himself a success if he has succeeded in keep- 
ing the class quiet no matter what method he used. The 
teacher is successful only when he is able to see the 
lesson which he taught manifested daily in the lives of 
his pupils. 

Teacher, what is your mission in the Sunday School 
class? What are your goals? Jesus summed up His mis-

the unsaved, and urging His disciples to hasten and 
gather those who are lost. He bids the disciples to 
look upon the fields, for He knew that what they beheld 
would challenge them to work. Evangelism is the heart- 
beat of our camp meetings; and the pulse of the Church 
can be determined mainly by her passion for lost souls. 
Our spirituality is at its greatest when our burden for 
the lost is the heaviest. Through the years, many have 
measured spirituality by the individual’s outward mani- 
festation, but a much better yardstick for measuring our 
consecration is our concern for the lost. The insatiable 
desire of Christ is expressed in Matthew 23:37, “O Jeru- 
salem, Jerusalem, thou that killest the prophets, and 
stoneth them which are sent unto thee, how often would 
I have gathered thy children together, even as a hen 
gathereth her chickens under her wings, and ye would 
not!” A similar passion should be ours, since we are His 
children. 


Jesus, in speaking of the harvest, suggests a number 
of things which are essential to camp meeting evange- 
lism. 

A successful harvest must be organized, and 
ample preparations should be made. No harvest 
large or small, can be properly gathered and 
its benefits realized unless certain important 
steps are taken. The evangelistic efforts of our 
camp meeting should be carefully planned, and 
carefully organized. 

State-wide. publicity with emphasis upon the evange- 
listic cause should be made. Our churches should have a 
week of prayer before the opening date of the meeting. 
The preceding Sunday services, in the local churches, 
should be given to prayer. Our pastors could preach on 
evangelism and point the congregation to the importance

of a great harvest in the camp meeting. All of us, more 
or less, are products of what we have heard preached; 
and, if evangelism is emphasized and impressed upon 
the hearts of the people, it will certainly go far in pre- 
paring us for a gracious harvest. 

Intrusted to the Church is the greatest power this side 
of heaven. This power is prayer, and God certainly hon- 
ors and gives results when the Church as a whole prays. 
Acts 12:5, “Peter therefore, was kept in prison: but 
prayer was made without ceasing of the church unto 
God for him.” This was certainly a gloomy day for the 
early Church. Peter, their champion and spokesman, 
was in prison. Herod had condemned him to die. His 
soldiers were ready to see that his death sentence was 
carried out. In spite of this opposition, the Church 
prayed. The struggle was definitely on. 

Prayer meeting vs. the world. Suddenly, the 
prayer of the Church was answered. Kings, sol- 
diers, laws, locks, and bars amounted to very lit- 
tle in the face of sincere prayer. Peter was de- 
livered. Prayer again was victorious. God will 
give results in our camp meetings if the Church 
will only utilize the potentiality of prayer. 

On our camp meeting programs, there are a number 
of committees—such as, Finance, Watchman, Usher, and 
others. Seldom do we have a committee for evangelism. 
Our thought relative to this is “it is everybody’s duty to 
work about the altar, and speak to the lost.” Too often 
everybody’s duty is nobody’s job. Why not have an or- 
ganized committee to assume this great responsibility? 
They could see that.every seeker has a helper, and, if 
necessary, an adviser. This great task is often left to 
only a few, while the majority enjoys visiting and fellow- 
ship. Harvest is not only a time of fellowship, but, above 
all, it is a time of labor. 

In order that the success of a harvest may be de- 
termined, records are kept. How many bushels of grain 
was the yield? How many bales of cotton did the acreage 
produce? Yes, the records are important. The evange- 
listic results of our camp meeting should be kept. The 
Word of God often gives the results by numbers. Three 
thousand souls were saved on the day of Pentecost, and 
this number causes us to rejoice. In Acts 4:4, five thou- 
sand believed, and this number excites us. Revelation 
5:11, “And the number of them was ten thousand times

é“ DO NOT BELIEVE WE SHOULD have revival meet- 
* Qs, there should be a continual revival in the 

home church.” This is the Utopian way of think- 
ing. When it comes to being workable, then that is a dif- 
ferent story. 

“As for me, I am not going to have a revival until I 
am sure we have the best evangelist in the Church and 
will be assured of a landslide revival.” At the first glance, 
this statement seems to have an element of truth; but, 
upon close observation, it is a grave story. It usually 
ends with little or no evangelism for the home church. 


And then there is the question of the sovereignty of 
God in the intervention of revivals. I believe in the sov- 
ereignty of God, but I believe, also, that God expects us 
to put forth our efforts in winning the lost to Him. 
Charles Finney expressed the thought clearly, “I say 
that a revival is the result of the right use of the ap- 
propriate means.” It takes the two working together. Sup- 
pose a man should go around preaching only the doctrine 
of the sovereignty of God and should confront a group 
of farmers. He would tell them that God is a Sover- 
eignty, and He will give them a harvest only when it 
pleases Him. For them to plow, plant, and labor as if 
they expected a crop is very wrong—that is taking it 
out of the hands of the Lord. He would tell them that 
they were going in their own strength and that there is 
no connection between the means and the result on 
which they can depend. Now, suppose the farmers should 
believe such a story or doctrine; why, they would starve 
the world to death. Just such results will follow from 
the churches that are persuaded that promoting religion 
is somehow so mysteriously a subject of divine sovereign- 
ty that there is no natural connection between the 
means and the end. 

It may be true that the world will make a beaten path 
to your door if you make a better mousetrap than your 
neighbor, even though your house may be far back in 
the woods. However, you may as well know that the big 
rush toward your place of business will not begin until 
you have given the location and have been properly pro- 
moted. Jesus sent the disciples before Him two by two 
into the cities where He would soon follow. “Therefore 
they that were scattered abroad went everywhere preach-

ing the word.” Now we are ambassadors for Christ. These 
early Christians were doing promotional work—promot- 
ing Jesus. “And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, will 
draw all men unto me,” John 12:32. Then it was said 
of them, “These that have turned the world upside 
ae... 

The effectiveness of the work of evangelism in the 
home church depends, chiefly, on the ability and leader- 
ship of the minister. Of course, it is impossible for him 
to do all the work. If he were to even try, both he and 
the church would fail, but he should be more than just 
a@-mere cheerleader. He must be first partaker of the 
fruits. As a teacher of teachers he will realize the first 
fundamental law of pedagogy in expression is the first 
fruits of impression. Somewhere in every church there 
is a lost battalion. While the Church sets its aims, fixes 
its goals, teaches its scholars and warms their hearts 
through evangelistic preaching, there is still a mighty 
battalion that never enters the front line. I am referring 
to the men of our Church that are never enlisted into 
the services of God through the Church. The ladies meet 
in prayer bands and at the L.W.W.B.; they help the 
sick and needy and are busy. The battle for lost souls is 
still raging, though, and this lost battalion never appears 
on the scene. The Church wages heavy warfare, but the 
strongest troop never moves up. I believe, in most cases, 
it is just waiting for the command of a gentle shepherd. 

These seven soldiers are named: plan, purpose, prayer, 
power, passion, persistence, and performance. 


EVANGELISM IN THE HOME church comes 
through organized effort. You can see the forces that 
enter into a successful evangelistic effort. Mark these 
down as your helpers and realize that nothing shall be 
impossible unto you. The enemy is powerless against 
God’s militant force. Note the names of these soldiers and 
study the situation with care and see how many of them 
are needed in helping you to form a successful evange- 
listic church. Individually, the army cannot perform ef- 
fectively; collectively, “The gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it.”

gelistic passion, and evangelism continues to be 

the great business of the Church. A witnessing, 
evangelizing, gospelizing Church is God’s norm. A zeal for 
the winning of lost souls has marked the work of the 
Church of God since its earliest days. 

Lee College trains the future leaders of the Church 
of God. Realizing that evangelism is an integral part 
of the Church, Lee attempts to give the students train- 
ing in practical and theoretical phases of this important 
area. We admit that equipment is not of primary im- 
portance; it is, however, essential that a Christian permit 
Christ to channel His power through what he is and 
through what he has. 

The program of evangelism in Lee College includes 
many formal, general, and practical courses. Methods 
and techniques of evangelism are considered, as well as 
guidance in handling specific difficulties. The Bible Col- 
lege student is required to take a total of six hours in 
the area of evangelism. In each of these courses an ef- 
fort is made to train students in doing effective soul- 
winning. Aside from this, our Christian Education courses 
such as “Sunday School in Action,” “Program Prepara- 
tion,” “Vacation Bible School,” “Audio Visual Aids,” 
touch on “Child Evangelism” from the practical stand- 
point. 

Every rising senior who is not in school in the sum- 
mer is required to be engaged in ministerial work. He 
reports this work at the end of the summer. Throughout 
the year every student is expected to report his activities 
in school and in ministerial groups. Club sponsors co- 
operate in giving semester reports as to the evangelistic 
activity of each student. 

“Personal Evangelism” is offered for junior and senior 

ible College students and in the Bible Institute. Re- 

lizing that much of the most successful evangelism has 
been of a personal nature, this course deals in particular 
with personal work. The course covers methods of deal- 

g with unusual cases, particular difficulties, the un- 
oncerned, the deluded, and other groups. Emphasis is 
placed on the necessity of practical knowledge of the

Bible for use in dealing with lost souls. Skill is developed 
in using the Scriptures from memory. 

The course on “Visitation and Group Evangelism” 
trains the student in setting up a systematic program 
of visitation evangelism in the local church—a program 
in which local laymen visit systematically in the homes 
of the unsaved and the unchurched. The course also 
deals with methods of group or mass evangelism, par- 
ticularly revival. Emphasis is placed on planning the re- 
vival and on conserving its results. 

In “Sunday School Administration” the Sunday School 
is considered as the greatest source of church member- 
ship, church workers and missionaries. Stress is placed 
upon the fact that the lack of evangelism in the educa- 
tional institution of the church is always reflected in 
decreased numbers and in reduced activity of the as- 
sembly. 

The course in “Vacation Bible School” incorporates 
the best methods of evangelizing children. Methods and 
techniques of presenting the message of salvation and 
providing experience in planning and producing such 
programs is investigated. 

Several other courses deal indirectly with the work 
of evangelism. Such classes as “Homiletics” and “Pas- 
toral Theology” bring in material related to this field. 
Evangelistic preaching is given emphasis in the “Homi- 
letics” classes while the “Pastoral Theology” classes 
stress the minister’s responsibility in dealing with the un- 
saved. 


Lee College also provides valuable training through 
regular outside projects such as hospital and jail serv- 
ices. Groups go regularly to nearby jails and hospitals 
and thereby spread the good news of the gospel. 

While indirectly sponsored by the college yet resulting 
from the training of its students comes reports of souls 
won to the Lord. Many students are employed in various 
business establishments in the City of Cleveland and they 
contact the public daily. Many times opportunities to 
witness for Christ present themselves and our students 
are quick to take advantage of them. 

Lee College is proud that its students are, as Paul, 
‘not ashamed of the gospel of Christ.” They know, by 
personal experience, that “it is the power of God unto 
salvation.”—R. Leonard Carroll, President.

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the part of the Church to win the unsaved and 

outsiders to Christ and bring them into the 
membership of His Church. Evangelism is never the line 
of least resistance. The multiplicity of activities in the 
Church tends to crowd out evangelism. There is a danger 
of stressing only one type of evangelism in our churches. 
The most prominent type of evangelism in the Church 
of God is mass evangelism; however, because of the 
neglect of personal evangelism, mass evangelism has be- 
come less effective in recent years. There has never been 
a time when mass evangelism was effective without per- 
sonal witnessing. At the inception of the Church, people 
were conscious that their personal witnessing brought 
the people to the mass meetings; thus, affording an op- 
portunity for the minister to win them to Christ. Today 
there is little personal witnessing among Christians. If 
mass evangelism is to remain the effective instrument in 
the salvation of the lost that it is, the public proclama- 
tion of the gospel must be complemented by personal 
witnessing. We need consistent Christian testimony to re- 
inforce public preaching. The personal touch of the 
laity in mass evangelism cannot be overlooked. Mass 
evangelism might be considered net fishing and personal 
evangelism hook fishing. 


PRE-EVANGELISM 


There must be a great deal of preparation for a cam- 
paign. So many campaigns are started without giving 
the church ample time to prepare for the meeting. In 
many cases the campaign is announced one Sunday night 
and begins the next. As a result it is merely a meeting 
for saints, poorly attended, and has a discouraging rather 
than an encouraging effect on the congregation. Efforts 
of this type are a detriment rather than a profit to the 
church. There are others who crowd too many cam- 
paigns into a year’s program without placing too much 
emphasis on any of them; therefore, revival doesn’t re- 
sult. It would be better to have two or three well- 
planned campaigns each year than to have several ef- 
forts with little advertisement and preparation. 

Churches are continually hiring evangelists, expecting 
them to bring about revival in the churches; however, 
the evangelist doesn’t have a chance unless the people 
are willing to participate in the meeting by bringing 
their unsaved friends and loved ones. If evangelism is to 
succeed, it must be the work of the whole church or, 
at least, a large segment of it. It is the responsibility 
of the church to create a situation in which evangelism 
can take place. The following are some pre-evangelism 
requirements: 

1. Notify the congregation far enough in advance. 
2. Institute a contact program. 

a. Take a census. 

b. House to house 

c. By direct mailing 
3. Special emphasis on prayer and fasting 

a. Special days of prayer 

b. Cottage prayer meetings 

c. Special prayer teams 

d. Special stress on fasting 

The majority of those who are won to Christ during 
mass campaigns have been contacted previously by pas- 
tor, personal worker, Sunday School teacher or friend. 
The lack of preparation in this particular field is the 
major reason for a decline in the effectiveness of mass 
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evangelism. One pastor, in reviewing his work, made the 
following comment: “out of the 110 who, recently, have

Before we can have mass evangelism, church member 
will first have to be revived. A real revival of religion 
always results in the conversion of sinners. When David 
was praying for spiritual restoration in Psalm 51, he 
stated the results of personal revival, “Then will I teach 
transgressors thy ways; and sinners shall be converted 
unto thee.” The statement that “we had a saints’ revival, 
but no sinners were saved,” is an unscriptural statement 
and not true to the Bible pattern. To what and for what 
were the saints revived? There is only one purpose and 
that is the evangelization of the world. 

In our mass campaigns we have come to rest too much 
responsibility in the hands of the evangelist. An over- 
reliance on the pulpit in mass evangelism can cause the 
work to fail. It is true that throughout the centuries 
God has laid His hand on chosen men with special talents 
to win people through the foolishness of preaching (1 
Corinthians 1:21). This command to evangelize 
Strikes the pulpit and the pew at the same angle. We 
might as well expect the army officers to fight the en- 
tire battle while the other soldiers stand by and watch 
the performance as to expect the minister to bear all 
the evangelistic burden. 


ITS PROMINENCE IN THE NEW TESTAMENT 


JOHN THE BAPTIST WAS one of the first 
New Testament ministers to employ this method, “And 
there went out unto him all the country of Judea and 
they of Jerusalem,” Mark 1:5. Matthew records that “All 
the region round about Jordan” came to him, Matthew 
3:5. Vast throngs and multitudes came to the open-air 
campaigns conducted by Jesus Christ. “And there fol- 
lowed him great multitudes of people,” Matthew 4:25. 
“There went great multitudes with him,” Luke 14:25. 
“Then drew near unto him all the publicans and sinners 
for to hear him,” Luke 15:1. Crowds up to fifteen thou- 
sand gathered to hear the message of our Christ. They 
were so eager to hear His message that they were will- 
ing to do without food to hear Him. 
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The exciting events throughout the Acts of the Apos- 
tles indicate that mass evangelism was very prominent 
during the Early Church Age. In one day the young 
Church increased from one hundred and twenty to over 
three thousand. Not long after that, it is recorded that 
the number of men that believed were about five thou- 
sand (Acts 4:4). Statements like the following indicate 
that mass evangelism was the chief method of spreading 
the gospel in the early Church: “And believers were the 
more added to the Lord, multitudes both of men and 
women,” Acts 5:14. “And the word of.God increased; 
and the number of the disciples multiplied in Jerusalem 
greatly; and a great company of priests were obedient 
to the faith,” Acts 6:7. “And a great number believed, and 
turned unto the Lord,” Acts 11:21. Philip started a great 
campaign in Samaria and the results were “The people 
with one accord gave heed unto those things which 
Philip spake,” Acts 8:6. 


THE PLACE OF MASS EVANGELISM IN THE CHURCH 


There is no such thing as becoming so skilled in the 
techniques of evangelism that, through the skill, an in- 
gathering of souls will be guaranteed. One must never 
come to the place that he feels he has mastered the 
techniques of evangelism. New and varied problems that 
must be dealt with in travailing prayer present them- 
selves in each campaign. 


The only adequate evangelistic agency of our day is 
the Church. In reality, only an organized congregation is 
qualified to care for the steps people should take to be- 
come Christians. Unattached or independent evangelism 
can be very colorful and wide in range, but unless evan- 
gelism starts from the church and leads back to the 
church the results will be only temporary. This is the 
age when God chooses to work through the local church, 
and it is the church that God has divinely established for 
this purpose. In order for the revival to produce solid 
results, people must become affiliated with the Church. 
Those who are reluctant to join the Church, generally, 
are not fully decided for Christ and must have much 
care. The local church in the New Testament was the 
focal point of evangelism. In the New Testament, the 
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word church appears about one hundred and fourteen 
times and in one hundred of those times it refers to the 
local church. During the revival of Evan Roberts in 
Wales, 1904, twenty thousand people joined the churches 
of Wales in five weeks. When Finney started his great 
evangelistic career, there were only two hundred thou- 
sand people in the United States that belonged to the 
churches, but before long over three million belonged to 
the churches. The evangelist must build the proper at- 
titude toward the church into the convert. His message 
should be church-centered. If his message is a loose, 
free-lance type, people will be drawn away from the 
church to him, which usually results in spiritual ship- 
wreck. Independent evangelism usually results in a loose 
organization with no membership, responsibility, or dis- 
cipline; however, it is well to note that even independent 
campaigns cannot exist without the aid of the churches. 
Many of those who so tenaciously oppose church or- 
ganization fail to realize that if it were not for the 
churches, their campaigns could not exist. Even in union 
campaigns, if the campaign does not start with the 
church and the results are not directed back to the 
church, little good will be accomplished. 


CONSERVING THE RESULTS 


I CHOOSE TO CALL the follow-up of new 
converts the second half of evangelism. Getting decisions 
for Christ is a thrilling thing, but developing and holding 
new converts is a less colorful task. One of the greatest 
weaknesses of our evangelism is that it stops too soon. 

We have become so enamored by numbers that we have 
lost sight of training our converts and, therefore, we 
lose many of them. We must never forget that it is not 
altogether how many people we attract, but we are going 
to give an account of what we did for the people when 
we attracted them. 


The mortality rate among spiritual babes in Christ is 
far too high. In most churches, fifty per cent of those 
who are won to the church are lost for some reason or 
other. If we treated newborn babes as carelessly as we 
do newborn Christians, the humane society would bring 
us into court for our actions. The backdoor losses of our 
churches must be stopped, and this can be done only 
through a follow-up program after our mass campaigns. 
Converts are babes in Christ and must be treated as 
such (1 Peter 2:2; 1 Corinthians 3:1). 

The instability of converts is often blamed on the 
evangelist. I have heard the statement, “His converts 
just don’t hold out.” It is true that the type of message 
that is delivered by the evangelist will have a great ef- 
fect on the stability of the convert; however, the major 
responsibility of conserving the convert does not rest 
with the evangelist. The evangelistic effort may be ever 
so thorough, but, if the convert follow-up is not thor- 
ough, much of the result will be lost. The Great Com- 
mission includes a follow-up plan in the program of the 
Church. Christ’s disciples were charged not only to teach 
the commands but also to teach the observance of His 
commands. Jesus Christ so thoroughly trained His dis- 
ciples that they set in motion the irresistible forces of 
redemption that have washed the shores of all time. 
How much of your church program is deliberately 
planned to develop and train the new converts of your 
campaign? If God were to give you five hundred new 
converts this year, what would you do with them?

How can we teach people to memorize? There are a 
few very simple rules to follow that will make the task 
reasonably easy and the results sure. 

First, memorize the location and the verse together. 
Always associate them together in your mind. Give the 
location, read or quote the verse and then locate it again. 
Always give the location twice with each quotation of 
the verse and there will be little trouble about making 
the link between the verse and location later on. This 
may seem a little unnecessary to you at times, but do 
not become lax about it or you will be sorry! 

Second, learn the verse thoroughly. When you start 
to memorize a passage, stay with it until it has made a 
deep, clear impression upon your mind. Connect it with 
something that already has a permanent place in your 
memory, and it will be more easily recalled. 

Third, read the verse aloud if possible from six to 
twenty times, depending upon the length and difficulty 
of it. Remove your eyes from the Bible more and more 
as you read until you can quote it through without look- 
ing. Close the Bible, keeping your finger in the place for 
ease of refreshing your memory, and quote it several 
times without looking. 

The fourth step is writing. Locate the verse, write it, 
and locate it again. If you have trouble in writing it the 
first time—and you probably will—look at it. When you 
have finished it, check it carefully. This is most impor- 
tant so that you will not learn it wrong. Write it and 
check it about a dozen times and you will have it firmly 
fixed in mind. Do not be lazy about writing it, for this 
is very important. It is really a great time-saver because 
once writing it is worth more than a dozen repetitions 
by mouth. 

Fifth, review. This is the real secret of success in mem- 
orizing. Review your memory work every day, every 
week, and every month. 

Sixth and last, use the passages you learn. Put them 
to work in your conversations and use them in your 
personal work. If you will faithfully follow these six sug- 
gestions, you can learn a passage every day without any 
great amount of effort. This will so enrich your life 
that you will be sorry for the wasted years before you 
began to follow a system of memorizing. 

You will also find that this thing will be catching 
and others will begin to memorize, also. A church that 
is memorizing the Word cannot be dead. New life and 
vitality will begin to spring up and the results of your 
personal evangelism will be felt in every department.

sion in terms of more abundant life. We should keep 
that objective always in view. No greater reward can be 
given to a teacher than to see his pupils accept Christ 
and grow in knowledge and grace of that Christ who 
dwells within them. 


SOME PARENTS FEEL THAT the best pos- 
sible training for participation in the life of the Church 
is for the child to attend regularly the adult services 
of worship. 
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It may be that a child’s habitual attendance at adult 
services may result in some surprising learnings. In- 
stead of learning to worship the child may be learning 


to dislike the church service. He may be learning that it : 


is possible to sit in church outwardly attentive but with 
his mind absorbed in a marble game in the*back yard 
at the home of one of his friends. Why did the child 
fail to learn the value of worship? Was it because the 
service was planned with only the adult in mind? 

On the other hand, to say that children should never 
attend adult service is to run into grave danger of losing 
certain potential values. To be sure there are those who 
from their own experiences are convinced that the values 
of regular church attendance when they were little out- 
weighed whatever disadvantages there might have been. 


One family of six boys always went to church and sat 
all together in a row, oldest to youngest, as steps. Only 
one of them is now a Christian and working in the 
Church. The other five will not enter a church. Their 
reason is: “I had enough of that when I was little.” 
There is a reason for this. They were not properly evan- 
gelized. 

The junior church is definitely a forward step in child 
evangelism for this generation. Children’s services are 
springing up in churches of all denominations. 

A junior church service, following as nearly as is prac- 
tical the established pattern of a church worship service, 
has pronounced advantages. 

A child is more eager to respond to a service within 
the range of his understanding. 

It also furnishes a complete change from the Sunday 
School hour. 

The junior feels himself an integral part of the junior 
church; therefore his interest is stimulated. 

He understands the entire service, which is planned 
around his understanding and needs. 


He .is trained for membership and participation in 
grown-up church at the same time that he forms habits 
of regular and joyous church attendance. 

Parents who usually take their children home after 
Sunday School are enabled to attend church service while 
the children enjoy their own service. 

Junior church is modeled after the adult church. It 
has its own officers, ushers, choir, and so forth. 


Sometimes, due to improper facilities, churches are not 
able to have a junior church. Realizing the great need 
of messages and services on the child level a special 
place is given in the morning worship service for chil- 
dren. A sermonette or story especially directed to the 
children is given by the minister before he delivers the 
morning message. When delivering a message the pastor 
should never forget that he has children in the congre- 
gation. 

In explaining communion to a group of children nine 
to eleven years of age, a minister used such words as 
sacrament, sanctuary, soul-devotion, spiritual inspira- 
tion, and redemption. The words were not explained, 
and no attempt was made to see if they needed explain- 
ing. How many, do you suppose, went home understanding 
the meaning of communion? 

In any phase of child evangelism adequate preparation 
must be made and an effective method of follow-up em- 
ployed. 

The junior Y.P.E. likewise offers training in leader- 
ship, stewardship, and worship. Again, the junior Y.P.E. 
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gives the child an opportunity to take part in a service 
planned to meet his needs. 

In the past few years, the Church has realized the 

Qe part junior camps play in child evangelism. The 
results of such projects sponsored by the Church will be 
revealed only in eternitye 

In all methods of child evangelism employed by the 
Church, we must never forget that the leader is responsi- 
ble for the greater part of their success. The task is 
great but enjoyable, and the blessings to be received 
therefrom can never be numbered or measured. 

Avonelle, a little six-year-old girl, had been attending 
junior church for sometime. The lessons taught were of 
God and His power. The instructor, Miss Brown, had been 
telling the children that they could have the abiding 
presence of God within their lives. They would be able 
to recognize Him, for His touch was different from any 
other. Miss Brown had given a number of illustrations 
and examples. Then she said, “I can tell you many things 
about the power of God, but you will never be able to 
know its worth in your life until you feel God’s power 
yourself. Let us bow our heads and ask God to touch us.” 

All heads were bowed. Immediately Miss Brown felt 
the presence of God graciously in the midst and knew 
that He had come to bless the children. She offered a 
simple prayer. 

The next day, Avonelle came to her mother and said, 
“Mother, I. felt God yesterday in junior church.” 

“You did,” Mother replied. “Tell me about it.” 

“At the close of the lesson, Miss Brown asked us to 
bow our heads and ask God to touch us. She said we 
would know when God touched us because it would be 
different from any other touch. I bowed my head and 
silently asked God to touch me. Then I felt something 
real good. I first felt it on my head, then it came on 
down and stopped right here,” she said pointing to her 
heart. Mother knew that God had touched Avonelle. 

Many little lambs in your church are hungry to be fed 
upon the warm nourishing milk of God’s Word. Feed

In many instances, experience cards have proved to be 
a great advantage.

Harvest time is a season of concerted action. Men labor 
together for one purpose—to reap the benefits of what 
rightly belongs to them because of their position. Every- 

y works, all the men, both young and old, along with 
the women and children. This is a time of action, and 
there is something for everyone to do. Evangelism should 
be the purpose of every Spirit-filled individual who at- 

@eers camp meeting, and God, in this great harvest, has 
something for him to do. It is easy for us to get lost in

the crowd, and feel that our efforts are of no value. 

It is vital that the Church concentrate her entire ener- 
gy to the ingathering of souls at this time. We can do 
this only when there is the feeling of individual responsi- 
bility. No one man can do this job, no matter how great 
he may be. It is true that Peter delivered the masterful 
message on the day of Pentecost, but let us not forget 
that the eleven stood up with him. My opinion is that 
the others served as helpers in winning the three thou- 
sand to Christ. If the energy, talent, and ability of the 
entire Church could be focused on this one cause, only 
faith can visualize what the results would be during this 
coming camp meeting season. 

Harvest season is a time of rejoicing. Regardless of the 
past sacrifices and the long days of labor, this is an oc- 
casion when everybody is happy. A person who is happy 
will let others know it, for happiness cannot be concealed. 
If the cares and weights of life could be dismissed or 
intrusted to God during the time of camp meeting, a 
mighty outpouring of the Spirit would be realized. Joy 
exhibited by the Church will be a great step toward suc- 
cessful evangelism in our coming camp meetings. 

Harvest time is a season of strenuous labor. The sea- 
son is short, and, because of its brevity, workers give all 
that they have. A working day will be long, with beads 
of perspiration on the workers’ foreheads, blistered hands 
and aching muscles, but every grain of wheat must be 
gathered. 

Our camp meetings are limited for time. From five to 
ten days, and the final benediction is prayed. Because of 
this, we need to be at our best, and give our all from 
the first song. How wonderful the results would be if we 
could begin from where we ended the previous camp 
meeting. How far would we go with God? Too often we 
are hampered with the thought, “Oh well, it will take us 
two or three nights to get started.” Let us dismiss this 
kind of thinking from our minds, and take a revival 
spirit in our hearts to the camp meeting. When God has 
a contract to be given, His Spirit-filled Church will cer- 
tainly get the job. Our job is to put a flame of evange- 
listic fire in our camp meetings that will illuminate the 
world. 

May this be the greatest camp meeting year that the 
Church of God has experienced, with Pentecost being 
reproduced in every camp.

techniques, the greatest need is for the power and pas- 
sion that constrained the early Church to action. It has 
been said that the first century Church was power- 
conscious while the twentieth century Church is problem- 
conscious. Evangelism must have method and means but 
they should not supersede the Spirit that brings revivals. 

Have you tried taking an evangelistic census in your 
church congregation to determine the people your church 
is reaching? This is very simple; you can receive this 
information from your Sunday School department by 
having each scholar inform you with the names of the 
members of his family not attending church and pos- 
sibly unsaved. Those that are not saved become the goal 
for your church to reach evangelistically. Why not or- 
ganize an Andrew’s Club? Have each Christian in your 
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church join, promising that he will do his best to win a 
soul within a year or given period. After he has won a 
soul, then he becomes a member of the Andrew Alumni. 

Supervised cottage prayer meetings can be of untold 
benefit toward winning the lost to Christ. In the mid- 
week prayer meetings, appropriate Scriptures, such as: 
Luke 5:1-11; Luke 5:27-32; John 1:29-42; John 1:43-51; 
Acts 8:26-40 and many others, may be used to fill the 
Christians’ hearts with enthusiasm to win the lost to 
Christ. Set a goal—win a soul. 

Form prayer partners—in every congregation you will 
have members with varied passions for the lost. Some 
will feel more compassion toward missions, some toward 
orphans, some for the youth and many other phases; 
so, by uniting each group separately, you will have a 
greater work accomplished for designated goals. 

With a fervent prayer, a passionate heart, an im- 
powered soul, and a purpose with persistence, you can 
bring about the performance of evangelism in the home 
church through the medium of workable committees. 
But remember this, No responsibility without accounta- 
bility. In performing the task of every-member evange- 
lism in the local church, the following committees could 
be elected, with every person given something to do 
with one purpose in mind—bringing the lost to Christ: 
Teaching, Training, Literature, Radio, Television, Sun- 
day School (one of the greatest), Home for the Aged, 
Jail, Music, Worship, and many other committees. Keep- 
ing these busy and functioning properly is a full-time 
responsibility for any pastor. , 

There is no joy like the soul-winner’s joy. When the 
shepherd found the lost sheep, there was rejoicing and a 
calling together of the neighbors to rejoice. The woman 
that swept the house to find the lost coin rejoiced upon 
finding it. And then, in the immortal story of the prodi- 
gal son’s returning home, we see a happy father and the 
killing of the fatted calf. Angels are witnesses to the joy 
in the presence of God over the conversions of the lost. 
“For the joy that was set before him endured the cross, 
despising the shame”—the joy of Jesus in seeing many 
in future generations bring folk from every color, race, 
creed, and position to heaven. And, “He shall see of the 
travail of His soul and shall be satisfied.” 

So you bring the one next to you and I'll bring the 
one next to me and in no time at all we’ll have them all. 
So win them, win them, one by one.

INTERNATIONAL BIBLE COLLEGE 


INTERNATIONAL BIBLE COLLEGE was 
founded to meet a need for trained workers to spread 
the gospel and expand the work of the Church on the 
Canadian prairies. The school was founded on the spirit 
of evangelism. This spirit has been maintained in cur- 
riculum and practical experience. As in like institutions, 
our curriculum might basically be divided into two di- 
visions, “The Message and the Methods.” 

With the message in mind a large portion of the studies 
are of the Word of God. With methods in mind personal 
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evangelism is taught with emphasis on proper approach 
and proper use of Scripture in personal contact. Study 


preparation for the contact students will have in publi 
ministry. 

Students gain much practical experience in week-end 
visits to churches in which they provide the music, 
special singing, and the sermon. This also provides many 
opportunities for personal work. The Outram Church of 
God holds its services in the school chapel, making it 
possible for students to receive much practical experi- 
ence. Students are thus able to have experience in the 
youth services and in the Sunday School as teachers. It 
has been a custom for student groups to attend district 
conventions and provide much of the music and singing, 
as well as take the additional opportunities for personal 
work. In a program guided by the provincial overseer, 
several students hold evangelistic meetings or do 
pastoral-supply work during the months between school 
terms. Evangelism is the life of our program.—Darrell 
L. Lindsay, President.

NORTHWEST BIBLE SCHOOL has always 
encouraged each student to do the work of an evange- 
list. We believe that evangelism is a vital part of Chris- 
tian training. In order to promote this work we have 
organized a department of evangelism in the school.
